While it is recognized that 37 CFR 1 . 175(a)(1) oniy requires that only one appropriate 
error is needed to support a reissue and that this reissue application meets this requirement, it is 
pointed out that the reissue oath/declaration is nevertheless defective under 37 CFR 1.175.

"Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and is not covered by 
a prior oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part 
of the applicant."
